. JAPAN has its spells of being 
quite conciliatory in its diplomatic 
conversations with the United 
Thus far these intervals 
have’ coincided 
with periods of 
comparative 
quiescence  be- 
tween the Euro- 
pean belliger- 
ents. But every 
time there’s 
been a Euro- 
pean crisis the 
islanders have 
shown a dispo- 
sition to take! 
advantage of | 
it by moves! 
strongly indica- 
tive of an underlying policy to 
grab everything available in the 
Far East while the Occident’s too 
busy elsewhere to make its objec- 
tions ‘to such a program effective. | 

The mikado is well aware that 
Uncle Sam is dead against this | 
sort of a Jap pgrabfest, becaune) 
State Secretary Hull has told him 
s0 plainly. He’s. warned Tokio | 
that we Americans would regard 
any Jap gobblings of the western 
powers’ Oriental possessions as cal- 
culated to demoralize all peaceful 
international relationships in the 
Pacific area. 

Action, Not Words 

The mikado, on his part, has 
made no bumptious answer to 
these representations. His actions 
are interpreted as speaking louder 
than words, however. 

He began by announcing, while 
the Germans were busy conquer- 
ing Holland, that the Japanese 
couldn’t acquiesce in any transfer 
of the ownership of the Dutch 
East Indies. That was all right 
with Uncle Sam. So far as he was 
concerned, he didn’t intend to seize 
the archipelago. He simply want- 
ed to feel sure that some other 
country didn’t seize it, maybe cut- 
ting off America’s greatly needed 
supplies of tin and rubber, for 
which we’re very dependent upon 
these particular islands’ mines and 
forests. 

Afterward, it’s taken for grant- 
ed that he has an eye on ae 
pore, the Dutch East Indies, pers 
haps the Philippines, even Aus | 
tralia, New Zealand and India. Jap 
militarists have talked about it for 
@ generation or two. 


Our Own Hemisphere 

With all this going on, the other | 
day Japan’s ambassador to Brazil, | 
its ministers to Mexico, Paname, ; 
Cuba, Venezuela and Canada met 
with Jap Ambassador Horinouchi, 
in Washington, to plan a Jap mo« 
nopoly of trade with the Cana. 
dians and all the Latin Americas, 

It’s very suggestive of an an 
swer to Uncle Sam’s proposed Pan: 
American trade “cartel” now as 
hatching under our own Yankee 
auspices. 

Does the whole thing promise 
very well for an early withdrawal 
of our Pacific war fleet to the At- 
Jantic, to attend to the European 
‘totalitarians ? 

' Oh, yes. When we get our pro- 
spective new $4,000,000,000 worth 
of fighting craft afloat, we'll be 
fixed to deal with the ae 


But gosh! In the meantime? 
Wnat your Uncle Samuel feared

Nation Must Abandon 
Economic Dependence 
On Foreigners, Said 


TOKYO, (lP—Japan must eae 
don its economic dependence on 
foreign countries, Prince Fumima- 
To Konoye said today in his first 
radio speech since he became pre- 
mier. 

Earlier Konoye had said in an in- 
terview that his government would 
seek to destroy the Chinese govern- 
ment of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek and would cooperate fully with 
the Japanese - sponsored Wang 
Ching-wei regime at Nanking. 

In his radio speech Konoye said | 
that there must be closer collabor- 
ation among Japan, China and 
Manchukuo as well as economic ex- 
pansion into the South Seas area of 
the Pacific. 

His government's foreign policy 
would aim toward “the establish- 
ment of a new order in the world,” 
Konoye said, adding that estab- 
lishment of a single national polit- 
ical party in Japan was urgently 
necessary because the existing po- 
litical parties, based on liberalism, 
democracy and socialism were not 
fit for the nation. 


Prince Konoye declined to com- 
ment on relations with the United 
States, Russia, Germany and Italy 
Or on Japan’s aims in the South 
Seas until he had discussed all the 
problems thoroughly with the cab- 
inet and the army and navy.

Schizo Kobayashi, commerce de-

The nation sweltered for a third 
consecutive day under a heat wave 
that had caused at least 157 known 
deaths. 


The U. S. Weather Bureau at Chi- 
cago forecast continued hot weather 
for most of the nation today and to- 
morrow with only local thunder- 
storms breaking relief. 
tense heat was reported from the 
plains states region to the Atlantic 
coast, many cities recording tem- 
peratures of more than 100 degrees. 


Highest temperatures were re- 
ported in New Mexico, the Dakotas 
and Montana and Nebraska. Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., recorded a maximum of 
'109 Monday and a minimum of 81. 
Las Vegas, N. M., reported 106 and 
; temperatures all through the wheat 
country were at least 100 degrees. 
The west coast and New England 
escaped the extreme heat, but even 
in those regions the mercury rose 
to over 80.

BOMBING RAIDS 
OPEN “BATTLE” 


England, Germany Exchange 
Assaults By Air; Official 
Reports Conceal Damages

Great Britain and Germany — 
each determined on victory or de- 
struction — exchanged powerful 
aerial body blows today in a vital 
preliminary phase of the “battle of 
Britain.” 

“There is nothing more to eee 
cuss; the die is cast,” it was stat- 
ed at Berlin as German airplanes 
again roared over the British Islas, 
smashing with high explosives at 
important ports, naval bases and 
the great naval center of Chatham 
only a few miles from the London 
Area; Edinburgh and Aberdeen and 
Porthmouth were among the objec- 
tives of the German planes during 
| the night time raids. British air- 

iaienes replied with bombing raids— 
in which French pilots in England 
participated—against Nazi bases and 
supply depots from Norway to the 
French coast. 

“We shall not stop fighting until 
freedom for ourselves and others is 
| Secure, ” British foreign secretary, 
, Viscount Halifax said in reply to 
Adolf Hitler’s  supbmit-or-be-de- 
destroyed challenge. Both British 
German aerial bombing forces were 
striking with steadily increasing 
power. 

Except for the names—Chatham 
and Portsmouth and Edinburgh or 
Wilhelmshaven, Hamburg and Co- 
logne—the gensorship in both Bri- 
tain and Germany prevented re- 
porters from giving more than | 
vague idea of the result of the ee 
raids.

Britain Weighs 


House Of Commons Told 
War's Cost Mounts To . 
228,000,000 Weekly, 


LONDON, (lP)i—Great Britain to- 
day boosted the income tax rate to 
4214 per cent as Sir Kingsley Wood, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, pre- 
sented to the House of Commons 
supplementary estimates in the na- 
tion’s largest war budget in his- 
current fiscal year of $13,868,000,000. 

The government announced an in- 
crease of one penny (1 2-3 cents) 
per pint in the tax on beer and of 
two shillings (about 40 cents) per 
pound of tobacco. Empire prefer- 
ence will be maintained on™ wines 
and tobacco. The tax on light wine 
was boosted 60 cents a gallon and 
on heavy wines 80 cents a gallon. 

For the first time in British his- 
tory, it was announced, the income 
tax on salaries and wages will be 
deducted at the source either each 
week or each month. 

Announcing that Britain’s weekly 
war expenditures had grown from 
ecient pounds a week to 57;006,- 
{coo pounds ($228,000,000), Wood told 
the house that the nation was call- 
ed upon to meet an estimated de- 
ficit of $8,800,000,000 to push the 
war against Germany at its pres- 
ent rate of intensity.
